Work 01 tlii Unfitiihid Aniti Will Bi
Ptifhii K.pidlj.

INSTRUCTIONS COME FROM WASHINGTON

('iiuslriietlon .superintendent .Milliliter
Is imt In Possession of Complete.

Structure In Ilntc,

New plans for the completion of the
federal building which have been nwalted
to long reached Superintendent of Con-

struction Murdock yesterday morning from
Washington. Work will now bo pushed with
all speed, fourteen months licnco being tho
latest date of completion allowed.

As has been planned, tho new specifica-
tions provide for tho filling lu of the
Seventeenth street front between tho two
wings with a construction the full height
of the building and very similar to the
Sixteenth street frontage. Tho first plaus
would havo made this section but one
story high. Senator Millard was respon-
sible for tho alteration, and to him Is also
duo credit for tho rushing of tho now
specifications.

Probably the chief feature of the now spc-lio- n

will bo the vast railway mall plat-
form, extending ninety feet nlong tho new
frontage. This will bo nlno feet In depth
and will be covered with n stone porch, the
platform in Us entirety reflecting the
architecture of the entrnnco porch ou the
Sixteenth street side.

Abovo this porch Is to be an arcmle ot
eight circular headed windows, extending
up through the second nnd third stories.
The whole will be topped with a fourth
story nnd similar to that at the front en-
trance, thero being three steep-sldc- d

dormer windows, with slato roof rising
away to the rear.

This new section will extend back Into tho
court thirty feet nnd tho Inside wall facing
the court will bo finished llko tho ono oppo-sit- e

It, tho tear wall of tho Sixteenth street
front. That means double rows of six cir-
cular topped windows to the fourth storv.
vhere tho stoop roof begins. Nino new
tooms Is the total extra accommodation
given by the new four-stor- y portion and
this will provide 5.000 square feet of floor
space. A feature of the pinna Is that all
corridors abovo the first or ground lloor will
now bo run clear around the building.

Just, now there nre eighteen men working
011 tho postolllco building. Thnt comprlss
one small gang thut has been kept busy
doing what could be safely done while plans
wero awaited. In a short time thero will
be threo or four times as many hero.

Out In Denver nre
eighty men who havo never stoppod howlng
end trimming the stono for the edifice, and
In Indlnnapolls sixty moro are constantly
employed on the iron work for this building
alone.

So tho forco actually
employed on tho ground represents only a
small portion of the total number of work-InKin-

helping on this Job.
Only ono thing now stands In tho way to

cause nny delay. That Is the contract for
the new task. Tho C. W. Olndele company
of Chicago, which has done tho rest of tho
work, will bo nsked for figures at once and
it will not take moro than ten days for
the financial end to be settled. Then
everything will swing at onco townrd com-
pletion. Competitive bidding cannot well
bo allowed In this Job because of the fact
that there havo hocn so many changes In
plans, necessitating allowances for work
canceled nnd others for work done, that
only the firm which started the task could
well finish It.
